Enforcing Governmental Economy 


(La Puente Journal) 

In making the rounds of the various gov- 
ernmental buildings while in Washington last 
June wewere astonished at the number of 
time-killing employees in the various depart- 
ments; men and women standing, sitting, idly 
visiting and gossiping—instead of working— 
stealing instead of making time for their em- 
ployer. But it seems that we are not the only 
one to notice the economic waste in govern- 
mental affairs entailed through the employ- 
ment of superfluous employees. Congressman 
Martin L. Davey, a Democrat from Ohio, has 
been watching and studying the situation and 
with the statement that Uncle 
Sam has a hundred and fifty thousand or so 
of superfluous employees and that if these and

Congressman’s Davey’s idea is to clothe the 
President with autocratic power for a period 
of two years; provide an advisory board of 
ten members at $10,000 each per annum, ito 
make a complete survey of eovernmental af- 
fairs and to act in advisory ecapaeity to the 
President, who is authorized by the act to 
create a central purchasing bureau that shall 
have exclusive power to make purchases for 
all government departments, bureaus, divi- 
sions and commissions, 

The President is also ‘‘authorized and em- 
powered by the bill to remove any or all ap- 
pointive employees and officials of the United 
States by him deemed unnecessary or useless 
in the conduct of the government’s business, 
except members of the cabinet, judicial offi- 
cers, and those regularly elected,’’ whether 
under civil service or not. 

Rather despotic power for America, the 
birthplace of democracy, to place in the hands 
of its President--and yet if the needed re- 
form is to be made it does seem that some 
such autocratic method as Congressman Da- 
vey’s bill suggests will have to be adopted.

phasis. While there are a hundred or a hun- 
dred and fifty thousand unnecessary and use- 
less employees, there are several hundred 
thousand faithful, meritorious ones, many of 
whom are decidedly underpaid. When a per- 
son enters the employ of the government of 
the United States, he leaves all hope behind. 
There is little or no chance for advancement 
on merit and almost no chance to receive sal; 
ary increases that have been earned by hon 
est, efficient service. There is no incentive, 
no hope, with a result that many naturally 
good workers are made to feel, ‘‘Oh, what is 
the use??? The fact that there are a hundred 
thousand or more unnecessary and _ useless 
employees is a millstone around the necks of 
the ecient ‘and meritorious ones. This bill 
authorizes the President to use 10 per cent 
of the annual savings under its provisions to 
inerease the salaries of those remaining em- 
ployees who are efficient and underpaid, a 
consideration for them that is generally and 
long overdue.”’

On November 19, 1863, a tall, gaunt and 
tired-looking man arose to make a few ap- 
propriate remarks at the dedication of an 
American national cemetery. He had just 
heard the speaker of the occasion, a master of 
the ‘‘classic’’ style of oratory, conclude his 
peroration to the cheers and applause of the 
great crowd. But when the tall, tired-looking 
man sat down there was only silence, and he 
felt that he had failed. The man was Abra- 
ham Lincoln, President of the United States, 
and the ‘‘few remarks’’ he made that day 
constitute the Gettysburg: Address, one of the 
immortal contributions to ‘the oratory of all 
time. 

Once there was a preacher, not famous at 
all, who closed his sermon to half a congrega- 
tion one dark and chill Sunday morning and 
propmtly assured himself that he would never 
go into the pulpit again. As a purveyor of 
spiritual food to those who hunger and thirst 
for righteousness he was a total loss and 
might: as well admit it. But as the congrega- 
tion dispersed and gathered in little knots 
outside the church they were prodigal with 
their praise and called the discourse ‘‘one of 
the best yet.’’ ‘Then they went off to chicken 
dinners and afternoon naps while the poor 
minister walked slowly home, heart sore and 
utterly convinced of the futility of human 
endeavor. | 

So. it goes. Perhaps it is just as well that 
we are not aware of all that is being said 
when we are! not there to hear. The same 
fate that usually withholds from our hun- 
gering hearts the words of adulation also pro- 
tects us from many a rude bump,,for not all 
words are kind. Yet, it is curious how many 
efforts that the author regards as failures 
find, perhaps with his ever knowing it, their 
mark.

On European Conditions 
That industrial

this afternoon of David T. Bab- 
cock, resident managing partner 
of Blyth, Witter & Company, los 
Angeles. 

After touching lightly on invest- 
ments in this country, Mr. Bab- 
cock launched into the European 
‘jtuation. His company keeps a 
corps of, men in Germany in par- 
ticular and Europe in general to 
study conditions overseas. He de- 
clared that Germany had long 
been known for its stability up to 
the time of the world war, and 
declared that while the Germans 
at present are paying great rates 
of interest on American loans, 
they are for the most part consid- 
ered good risks. He declared Eur- 
ope in splendid condition from a 
manufacturing standpoint, lacking 
only capital, largely for the reszson 
that, due to the instability of cur- 
rency the people have quickly in- 
vested their money in property 
and kept little surplus cash. 

France, long known as a poor 
debt payer, has, in the belief of 
the speaker, come to realize that 
it must make good in that line 
to establish its credit. Italy, Mr. 
Babcock declared to be one of the 
most progressive countries of the 
world, with manufacturing devel- 
oped to a high degree, but also in 
need of capital, which condition is 
being met by American loans.

In his talk, Mr. Lucas pointed 
out that there are now approxim- 
ately 200,000 acres set to peaches 
in California, two-thirds of which 
are in bearing. Nearly one-half of 
the peach acreage of the state is 
in the San Joaquin Valley. The 
speaker declared that the p2ach 
is very susceptable to” local condi- 
tions and that new varieties ave 
easily developed. Some _ twenty 
varieties in this district were said 
to be commercially practicable. 

Mr. Lucas gave a brief history 
of the peach, which he said orig- 
inated in China rather than in 
Persia, as has been popularly be- 
lieved. He said that many of the 
legends of carly China before the 
time of Christ refer to the peach. 

Peach trees were first brought 
to the North American continent 
by the Spanish and planted in Mex- 
ico in the year 1571. They were 
brought to what is now the Unit- 
ed States by the Mission Fathers, 
who planted them about the mis- 
sion gardens of California and 
New Mexico. There are said to 
be 2181 varieties of peaches in the 
wofld and some 1000 varieties 
have been developed since their 
introduction into the United States.

Orange honey sells at a top price and the miles of Up- 
land citrus groves provide an inexhaustible supply source. In months 
when the citrus trees are not in bloom there are myriad mountain 
flowers close at hand with deciduous fruit orchards but a short dis- 
tance away. 

Contiguous to us on the south lies our Sister City, Ontario—a 
friendly and progressive neighbor of 12,500 people. Here is situated 
the famous “Hot Point” electric appliance factories and numerous 
other industrial enterprises, furnishing remunerative employment for 
many Upland citizens. 


The orchards and vineyards of the Cucamonga district, adjoining 
us on the east, are valuable producing properties. Their large Service 
Club is active in developing the resources of this attractive neighbor- 
ing community. 

In addition to the alfalfa, general farming and large dairying in- 
dustries in the county just south of Ontario, the deciduous fruit crop 
handled by huge Ontario and Cucamonga canneries represents thous- 
ands of tons of apricots and peaches. 


The interests of the entire community are blessed with an active 
friendly cooperation betwecn the neighboring Chambers of Commerce 
and other civic organizations.
